Action and Reaction. 

These are said to be equal and in opposite 
directions, when applied to physical science; 
and may we not, with equal propriety, assert 
that this is a law of mind as well as matter? 
The proof, we think, is just as strong for the 
one as for the other; the only difference is, 
one is of the demonstrative kind, while the 
other belongs to that class denominated mor- 
al. We might stop to show that this even is 
a distinction without a difference. Butallow- 
ing that there is all the difference any one may 
desire on this question, it docs not militate 
against the argument, which we think is clear- 
ly discemable from experience, as well as phil- 
osophical principles, that Nature and Society 
are governed by the same great law, viz: cx- 
treme.s beget extremes. Now if this posi- 
tion be carried, and we think no one would 
gravely dispute it, then docs it not follow that 
it is useless, and worse than mselcss, to under- 
take to bind laws upon society, either religious 
or iwlitical, which are not in accordance with 
tho aspirations of man’s true nature. -All des- 
potism in morals is just as blamable and indis- 
pensable as despotism in government 'I'he 
only difference is, the former is more detestable 
than the latter. 

We do not say that there should be no law 
in reference to morality — morality itself is law. 
It is a nece.ssary condition of our nature, and 
is in perfect harmony with every other condi- 
tion. We do not object to morality, but tyr- 
anny' in moral government Religious extrem- 
ists too often forget that man has a lody as 
well as a spirit, and tliat we are in Ow world 
yet, and not in heaven; and tlierefore we arc 
to “ use the world as not abusing it,” for the 
spiritual man must not only be developed, but 
the physical also. What God has joined to- 



gether let no man put asunder — for the mo-

Geological Survey of Kentucky. | 

Editor of the Kentucky Yeoman:^ As the | 
Bubiect of the prosecution of the geological Fur- | 
vey of the State is now before the committees j 
of both Houses, it maj be appropriate for me, j 
through the medium of your columns, to commu* ! 
nicate a few facts bearing on the importance of | 
the work, and the practical utility of the subjects 
that will be treated of in the volume now nearly 
ready for the press. 

Besides the topographical and geographical 
work in progress in the counties of Carter and 
Hancock, several most important works have 
been accomplished. 

The baseline, starting from the Ohio river near 
Highland creek, in Union county, has been car* 
ried due east entirely through the State to the 
Virginia line, forming groundwork for all future 
surveys in individual counties, both in the way of 
starting aud closing said surveys from known 
points. 

The outlines of both the east and west coal 
fields have been meandered, and these will be ex* 
hibited in the next volume on maps, reduced from 
the large original manuscript maps, by the new 
process of photo-lithography. 

A geological section of the base line has been 
constructed, and is ready for engraving: also va- 
rious local sections constructed during the sur- 
veys of the boundaries of the coal fields. 

Five hundred] and twenty-eight chemical analy- 
ses will be reported, 1G5 of which are soil analy- 
ses, collected from 55 counties, which will form 
another important contribution to agricultural 
chemistry. The rest of the analyses are of ores, 
fiuxes, slags, pig iron, limestone, marls, clays, 
mineral waters, dec. 

The minute investigations now made into the 
coal regions will supply the data to report not 
only the entire thickness of the coal measures, 
but the number of beds, their distance apart, 
their equivalency, qualities, and indentity of out- 
crops at distant localities. 

A comparison will also be drawn betw een the 
principal coal districts of Pennsylvania and those 
of Kentucky. The area of the coal fields will 
also be reported aud compared w ith other coun- 
tiies. 

The importance and value of the work already 
performed will be apparent even from the cursory 
reference here given. 

In the further prosecution of the work, it is 
intended to carry the detailed survey first over 
the remaining counties not yet maped and sur- 
veyed within the area of the two coal fields; then 
to extend these surveys beyond the coal field- 
over the zones of the sub-carboniferous lime- 
stone of the barrens — the knobby regions watered 
by the branches of Salt river, both of which 
formations may be expected to yield different 
varieties of iron ores, besides marbles, lithograph- 
ic stones, marls, and other fertilizing earths, 
building materials, lime for the use of agricul- 
ture, and probably more or less lead ore in veins 
iu the heavy bedded limestone associated with 
fluorspar. Finally, the detailed survey should be 
extended over the counties occupied by the Falls 
and blue limestone. Until all this is accom- 
plished, the Geological Survey will not be com- 
plete, nor will it be possible to construct, until all 
this work is finished, an accurate Geological 
map of the State, which is undoubtedly one of
